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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for April, May, and June, 1922. 


April.—Rainfall was extremely sparse during the earlier half of April, but two important rain- 
storms developed in the closing portion, and as a result the averages were surpassed over a large area 
of the State. 

The tirst disturbance was of the inland type, and lasted from the 16th to 21st. The bull of the 
rainfall occurred over the West Gascoyne, the Northern half of the Midland country, the extreme 
Eastern agricultural areas, and the Coolgardie Fields, but light showers extended to all sub-tropical 
areas, with the exception of parts of the South-West Coast and Great Southern districts. After a 
brief interval an inland depression again formed, and showers recommenced on the 26th. At the 
same time a disturbance approaching from the West reached the Leeuwin, bringing a heavy rain to 
South-West Coastal and Southern agricultural districts. A second and more vigorous system followed 
closely, and on the 29th a general fall was recorded throughout West and South-West Coastal 
areas, the agricultural districts, and a large part of the Coolgardie Fields. The closing day saw the 
rain contracting to the South Coast, where Esperance registered a downpour of 4°96 inches for the 
24-hour period. 

In the tropics a few isolated thundershowetrs fell, but defects were indicated at all stations except 
Turkey Creek. On the Murchison shortages also prevailed, but the West Gascoyne, Midland districts, 
and Metropolitan area, and most of the Coolgardie Goldfield localities showed more or less decided 
excesses, while along the South Coast the averages were greatly exceeded (5:40 inches above at 
Esperance). Results were variable through the Mastern and Southern agricultural districts, while 
at places in the South-West corner some fairly large defects were noted (Collie 1-27 inches below). 


May.—The opening days of May were marked by the passage of slight disturbances, which 
brought showers to the South-West Coast and Southern agricultural districts, but apart from these 
fine weather prevailed until the 13th, when unsettled conditions developed in the North-West, and 
rapidly hecame general. Some heavy rainfalls occurred on the South-West Coast, but elsewhere they 
were chiefly light, and the greater part of the Gascoyne and Murchison was missed altogether. These 
districts were move fortunate on the 18th, when another general rain set in over sub-tropical areas. 
On the North Murchison gaugings up to 3 inches were reported, 

Showers continued in Coastal and agricultural localities for nearly a week, and fine weather only 
returned for a day or two before the incoming of the last and heaviest rainstorm of the month. The 
rain commenced on the Coast in the early morning hours of Sunday, May 28th, and downpowrs ranging 
up to nearly 5 inches occurred during the ensuing 24 hours. In the agricultural districts the minimum 
gaugings which were effected in the far Eastern and North-Wastern portions were in the neighbour- 
hood of three-quarters of an inch, while registrations of 2 to 2) inches were noted at many Great Southern 
stations. Good rains, with many falls of an inch or over, also extended through the West Gascoyne 
and North-West, while lighter showers reached the Murchison and Coolgardie Iields. 

Compared with the averages, the month's totals were very irregular. In the De Grey division 
excesses were general, while defects were the rule in the Midland districts and through the Coolgardie 
Goldiields. Elsewhere the results were too uneven to permit of generalisation. In Perth, for example, 
an excess of 1:81 inches was shown, while at Guildford the total fell short of the average by 2 inches. 


June.—The month of June was characterised by an extremely scanty rainfall over the wheat- 
growing areas of the State. Only one rainstorm approached the ordinary winter type in extent and 
intensity, viz.. that of the 6th to Sth inclusive, and even in this instance the gaugings dwindled 
away to a few points in the far Kastern districts. Disturbances affected the Coast on the 15th and 
27th, but although the showers associated with the former lingered for several days, they reached 
the inland areas only in a very light and seattered fashion. ‘The latter was due to a passing depression, 
and scarcely interrupted the spell of clear frosty weather chat marked the close of the month. 

The Gascorne and Coolgardie Goldfields were affected by an off-shoot of the rainstorm of the 6th, 
and fairly substantial gaugings resulted in many districts. The average was exceeded at one or two 
Murchison stations, over a large portion of the North Coolgardie Fields, the Southern fringe of the 
South Coolgardie areas, and most of the South Coastal localitics, also at Broome, which received the 
bulk of a tropical rain on the 13th. Throughout the North-West and West Gascoyne the defects 
were heavy, although not abnormal, but over West and South-West Coastal districts, and the whole 
of the Wheat Belt, the past June ranks amongst the driest ever experienced. Only five previous 
Junes during the 46 year period 1877-1922 showed totals as low, or lower, taking the State as a whole. 
These were in 1877, 1886, 1893, 1902, and 1912. In certain localities 1879, 1892, and 1914 were also 
marked by very dry Junes. On the whole the deficiencies for June of this year were not quite so 
pronounced as ‘in the earlier instances, although a few scattered stations registered the lowest totals 
on record. Generally speaking, the totals for the month over Coastal areas represented about 50 per 
cent. of the average, while inland the proportion dwindled rapidly towards the Easter fringes of the 
wheat-growing country, where several stations received only 20 per cent. of their normal June rain- 


fall.
